On the contraiT, man only thinks a*, 
iii.-i best when he has the time, oppor- 
tunity and environment suitable for 
ililnking. "There has never been a 
slave-born art, nor a. slave-born 
c'vîlizatlon" asscrleit Frofessor Baum- 
fiirdt. 

Ho then proceeded to sketch the 
history of Kgypt especially the per- 
l( il of the ISih dynasty, tho time when 
iii:iii>- of the ru !is now t> be seen in 
lli;ypt were built. .Vt tliat •..•.\\c thiriy- 
fiiur hundred years ago.
